Hesoleed, Thnt Slavery is sustained jointly fcy 


the South and the North. By the Suntht not so j 
much because it enriches the community, or 
benufit* the agricultural or commercial inter- 
ests of the people., but because it tempts to li- 
centiousness, yields profits to the slave-breeders 
and slave-buyer*, and give* them a preponder- 
ance of political power: by the Ifortb, not be- 
cauae it is in haruiuny with their ta*te, feeling* 
nnd principlen, but in cou&tio/ienae of the as- 
tonishing apathy of the coinmnnity, ,tho base 
subserviency of politicians and national reli- 
gious sociuties, the (elfish acquiescence of ec- 
clesiaatical bodies, the mercenary spirit of the 
manufacturing, trading and commercial com- 
munity, and the culpable neglect of a large por 
tion of the ministers of the Gospel. 


KcsoltKtl, That the infamous conspiracy of the 


plotters and supporters of the Nebraska Bill 
bad its foundation ia the debauched state of 
public sentiment, aggravated by the conduct of 
nuin in both Church and State, in vindicating 
the pretended Compromiae of 1850, by which 
truth, justice, humanity and liberty were sacri- 
ficed to political ambition, and Christianity in- 
sulted by endeavor* to maintain thu supremacy 
of tho execrable Fugitive, bill over the " higher 
law" of Almighty God. 


Kesohed, That while it is a cause of congrat- 


ulation tlmt largo numbers of ministers of reli- 
gion have nt length been aroused to remonstrate 
against the attempts of tho slave power to in- 
troduce fllu\ cry into new territories, it ia a mat- 
ter of astonishment that so many should sup- 
port societies tlmt receive slaveholders into mis- 
sion churches, and thus present the melancholy 
spectacle of protesting against the extension of 
the unchristian system in tho STATE while they 
oonntenanco its existence ia the CHURCH—a 
course that necessarily lead* the unenlightened 
Indian and white converts to imagine that slave- 
holding is consistent with Christianity, and at 
the name tiuiw perverts the constiutiees of 
supporters uf these societies, inducing eveii 
•onto anti-slavery Christians to apologise for 
their inconsistent and injurious policy. 
Renoieed' That we believe this country can be 
arrested on the downward road to rnin,and saved 
from the disunion of the States, and the retrib- 
utive justice of thu Almighty, only by speedy 
repentance, the abandonment of oppression.and 
tho practice of that righteousness which alone 
ex site th a imtiuu. 


Retained, That a* the attention of the people 


of the free States is now arouced to the immi- 
nent danger of having slavery totaled upon 
the country as a permanent and controlling pow- 
er, it behooves the true friends of republican In- 
stitutions, the rights of man, and the religion of 
Christ, to examine its claim* to protection aad 
extension in the light shed by the law of nature, 
the Holy Scriptures and the Constitution of the 
United States, and resolve, with united voice, 
that they will no longer submit to violations of 
those sacred charters of liberty, human and di- 
vine. 


Resolved, That the evident design of Southern 


politicians and leading slaveholders is to secure 
tho permanent and undisputed ascendancy in 
tho government of tho country, to annex Mexi- 
co and C'uba, to plant shivery upon tho short* 
of tho Pacific, tu introduce slavery into the free 
States, under color of the right of transitu ; and 
to reopen thu African tilavo-trade ; and, in view 
of tills diabolical eeheme.it behooves the friends 
of freedom throughout tho land to remember, 
tbat "eternal vigilance ia the price of liberty," 


Resolved, That if thu people of tbo free States 


expect tu defend tho institutions of their fathers, 
tuey will nu longer submit to tho slavuholding, 
oligarchy—no more bo cajoled by pretenilod 
compromises, iior irightonud by threats of dis- 
solving the Union—never allow any extension 
of slavery, or increase of slave representation, 
but unitodiy usu religious ami political action 
in muiutaiuing the ductriuoa of the Declaration 
of Independence and the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, in upholding civil and religious liber- 
ty, and in opposing, circumscribing, aud anni- 
hilating slavery, the bane of all that i* dear to 
them us patriots and Christians. 


Resoited, Thnt in order to manifest the sin- 


cerity of their public declarations, and secure 
tlio tfivor of God, it seems incumbent upon the 
people of tho froe States, in their treatment of 
tho froe people of color, to evince their abhor- 
rence of caste, by treating every man accord- 
ing to his moral worth and character, irrespect- 
ive of color; to remove all disabilities by which 
prejudice and subserviency to the Smith have 
opposed the elevation ot our colored fellow- 
citizens, attempted to break down their spirit, 
and then threatened expatriation, and thwarted 
them in their efforts to prove their capacity for 
tho right exercise of civil and religion* privi- 
leges : to evince their sympathy for the self- 
cmancipntod bondsman by contributing to the 
relief of his necessities, aud tn express their 
syhipathy for our colored population in their 
pruixeworthy exertions to acquire education, 
ttoe means of living by honest industry, nnd the 
numerous advantages of a land given to them 
and tbo white population by our beneficent 
Creator. 


Jieiolveii, That the noble stand taken in Con* 


gre«s by liberty-loving Senator* and Represen- 
tatives in opposition to the execrable attempt 
to extend tho curse of slavery over the vast 
area of the new territories, and In favor of the 
right of petition and remonstrance, deserves 
the thanks of thu American people; that we 
invoke the sleepless vigilance of these patriots, 
whether from the North or South, and assure 
them that the thanks of grateful constituent*, 
nnd the meed of praise from an admiring pos 
terity, will be awarded to them, and all whft 
contend for tho rights nt' man, and for the hot: 
or of tbo country when menaced by intriguing, 
unprincipled ana traitorous demitgbgues. 


Retaliwl, That the time has cente, win* the 


people of the free States should unite with the 
friends of Liberty throughout the land, hi form-
